The F irſt Day, 


4 i firſt that came were three Perſons accuſed for Clipping, which 
being politively proved upon them, by Perſons thac found them 
at work near Turn ſizle in Holbourne, and ſeveral pieces of Money 
brought into Conrt clipped, as alſo Crucibles, &*c. they were found Guilty 
of the 1ndif ment. 

The n-x: that came on were the two Perſons that robbed Captain Hire 
of a couliderable Sum of AMecney near 1//iugton, which being likewiſe proved 
they were brought in Guilty. They were allo 1ndiGed for, that being pur- 
facd on Suſ[zticn of the ſaid Robbery, they ſhot one man dead upon the 
place, and wounded ſeveral, of which they were found Guilty. - 

The Crand Jaries of London having ſound the Bills againſt Jeres Duke 
oi ilonmuouth, Ford: Lord Gray, Sir Thomas Armeſirong, Robert Ferguſon, 
william Lord Ruſſel, William Hone Joyner, John Rowſe, Captain Willian 
Blage, Captain Thomas Walcoat, &*c. the five laſt were ſeverally arraigned 
tor High-Treaſon, |

Coin 

The firſt that came on was Caprajn Thomas I/Uulcoat;, whoſe Indi@ment 
ſpecified that he, the ſecond of 2arch laſt, and at divers other tinies, to« 
gether with many other Traytors, conſpired the Death of.the King, to de- 
poſe him from his Right and Title to the Kingdom of Ergland, to ſubvert the 
Governmznt, raiſe Rebellions, &c. _ 

Upon this Mr. North, Mr. Attorney General, and Sir George Gefferies, 
gave the Particulars of the Evidence that was to be produced, inſiſting 
mach or the Haincufnels of the Fact, and diſplaying it in its proper Colours; 
and added, that if the feveral Particulars ſpecified in the IndiFment, were 
proved upon the Priſorer, they would ſhew themſelves True Engliſh men, 
and Chriſtians to find it. | 

The firſt Witneſs was Collonel Azmſez, who depoſed that there had been 
ſeveral Trayterons Conſpiracies and Conſults to take away the Liſe of the 
King, and that Captain Yalcoat, was preſent at the ſaid Coxſults, and con- 
ſented to the Models laid, and Propoſitions made to effect that Horrid Trea- 
ſox. Nay, that they were ſo Cock-ſure of their Succeſs, that they had 
already framed a Afodel of Government that was to enſue, That an Am 
buſcade being to be placed at Aumbold's Houſe the altfter near Hogsder, 
the ſaid Captain Walcoet went tothe Houſe to ee if it was convenient. 

Mr. Keeling, Boarn, and Weſt, depoled much to the ſame cftect, and 
further, rhat their New-mzarket Project not being compaſled, they were to 
attempt it-at his going to Windſor, at the Play-honſe, Bull-Feaſt, Oc. all 
which was allowed of, and encouraged by the Priſozer.

Then two Letters were produced under his own hand, the one to Sir | 
Lionel Jenkins, to implore the Pardon of His Majelty, and he would dit- 
cover the whole 1nfreagzez the other ſeized. by Captain Azchardſon, dis 
refed to a Friend, to perſwade Collonel &#2/cy, &c. to be favourable in 
their Evidence. Ho, | 

His Anſwers were very inſignificant, healledging that he was Lame, but 
yet could go to ſee Rumbald's Houſe, and that though he had often atlo- 
..clated with the Cooſpirators, yet he hoped it could amount to no more 
than Miſprifion.of. Treaſoz 5 but the Jury, after ſome conlideration, brought 
him in Guilty of the indiFment. 


The Second Day. 


The firſt that came on this Morning, was 17:/;a,: Horne, who deſired 
that the Plea he made yeſterday might be allowed, which was, that he was 
Guilty of a Conſpiracy, but not of providing Arms to raiſe a Rebellion, 
which was not, allowed and therefore pleaded not Guilty to the whole, 
"This Indiftment imported, that as a Falſe Traytor he had Conſfpired to 
depoſe the King of his Crown and Dignity, and that particularly at a Con- 
ſult, the ſecond of 2arch, 25. Car. Secnnd;, in the Pariſh-of St. Xichael 
Biſhaw, where were preſent Rumbold, Ferguſon, Helliway, Roe, Francis, 
and Richard Goodenongh, and many other of the Trayterous Confpirators, 
and that when they ſpoke of killing the King and Duke, they called the 
former Black.bird, and the latter Gold-finch; the Priſoner Confeſling he 
did conſpire the Death of the Z/ack-bird, but not the Gold: finch, 

Mr. Keeling being ſworn, ſaid that the Priſoner came acquainted with 
him by Goodenongh, and that he was one in the intended Aſſailination of 
His Majeſty and Duke of Tork: Mr. eſt infiſted much to the ſame eftect 5 
and Sir Nicholas Butler depoſed that he confeſſed Matter in relation fry 

al 
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faid Horrid Conſpiracy, which being plain proof tothe Jury, they brought 
him in Guilty of the 1-d4iJ ext, without going from the Bar. 
The Lieutenant of the Tower having with great Guards brought the Lord 


Ruſſel from the Tower, ſurrendered him up to Sheriff North, who immedi- 


ately brought himup to the Conrt, where his Tudifment was read, (viz. for 
Conſpiring the death of the King, ©. 'with James Duke of Monmouth, 
Ford Lord Gray, Sir Thomas Armeſtrong, and Robert Ferguſon) to which 
having pleaded not Guilty, and deſired longer time, (which the Kings 
Councel oppoſed) he excepted againſt the Jary, as not being Free-holders, 
which being a matter of Law, the Court appointed Mr. Pollexfen, Mr. 
Holt, and Mr. Ward to argue it for his Lordſhip, which being done, the 
Court over-ruled it, whereupon the Jzry was called, two and thirty of 
which his Lordſhip peremptorily challenged. 

The Jury being Sworn, and the IzdiFment read, the Kings Council 
learnedly opened it, and dilated much on the Hainouſneſs of the Crimes a!- 
ledged againſt him. | | 

Collonehurmſey being the firſt Witneſs, depoſed that the Priſoner, to- 

ether with the Perſons aforeſaid, being at Mr. Shepherds a Vintner in the 
Pariſh of St. Nicholas Baſhaw, he was ſent to them by the Earl of Shafts- 
bury, to know what forwardneſs they were 1n, as to an Inſurretion, and 
that they received anſwer, that Mr. Trenchard, who had promiſed to raiſe 
1000 Foot and 4000 Horle, to be aiding inthe Deſign, had certified them 
by a Letter, that it could not as yet be effefted, becauſe ſome would not 
ruſh on ſuch-a great Concern, without deliberation correſpondent to it. 

Mr. Shepherd, then depoſed, that being a Y77-trer, the perſons before menti- 
oned being cometo his houſe, they deſired a private room, where he heatd 
the conſulting about an Infurrectton, and to his beſt remembrance, there was 
a diſcourſe of ſeizing the Guards, 

The laſt was the Lord Howard of Eſcreek, who upon Oath declared the 
Conſpiracy at large, wherein he ſaid the*Earl of Shafkbury was the Con- 
triver of it, that he was diſſatisfied in the coldneſs of the Lords in it, that 
he had 10000 men 1n the City at his beck, that divers Meſſages paſſed be: 
twixt them, butit being put off from time to time, the Earl at laſt went for 
Holland to ſecure himſelf, where he died 3 that Auroz Sith was diſpatched 
ro Scotland, 'to perſwade the Gentry to riſe; that they had conſtituted a 


Committee of fix, which conſiſted of the Lord Rufſel, Lord Howard, Duke 


of Monmouth, Earl of Eſſex, Mr. Sidney, and Mr. Hambden the younger. 

Sidney was ſent by them to ſee what poſture the Guards were in 3 that 
they had Money ready to carry on the Deſign, but expetted more from 
Holland. | | 

The Zord Ruſſel confeſſed he was at the Conſult, but came late, that he. 
went to Shepherds only to taſt Winesz he then produced ſeveral Perſons of 
Quality in his behalf, conching his Reputation, but the Jury, atter ſome 
conſideration, brought him in Gxilty. 

Then Kowſe came onz- againſt whom it was {worn much to the ſame efteat, 
who was alſo brought in Guilty of the 1#d;Fmert for endeavoiiring to kill 
the King, ©. 


Captain Blage was arraigned, for that his part was to ſeize the Tower, but - 
ſeveral Circumſtances appearing to the J#ry of his Innocence; they brought *
